laundering cycle using plenty of 
detergent plus the maximum 
recommended amount of chlor­ 
ine bleach and warm water 
rinses. 
Don’t use this method ii un­ 
sure about the fabric, the finish 
or the stain. Instead, soak the 
stained article in cold water for 
a short time. Then rub the de­ 
tergent into the stain, rinse, and 
follow with a normal launder­ 
ing. 
If greasy stains are not com­

removed 
by 
regular 
washing, 
sponge 
them 
with 
grease solvent 
Let the fabric 
dry, then launder again. Use a 
grease solvent such as trich- 
loroethane and follow directions 
! carefully. 
Do not use carbon tetrachlor­ 
ide — the fumes are very pois­ 
onous. Handle any solvent with 
care; work in a well ventilated 
room or outdoors. Don’t put fab­ 
rics with solvents on them in 
the drver.

ter, so inspect items carefully 
before laundering. 
For washable fabrics that can 
withstand chlorine bleach, use 
a pre-wash cycle with warm wa­ 
ter and a generous amount of

detergent. 
Then give 
the items a brief soak in hot 
water and follow with a normal

rinses 
Don't use this method if un j 
sure about the fabric, the finish 
or the stain Instead, soak the 
stained article in cold water for 
a short time.
